Griggs, In telling of the discovery ot 
tbe Valley ot Ten Thousanid Smokes, 
In his lecture at the Cosmos Club 
Friday evening. 

Dr. Griggs entered the Katmal dis- 
trict in southern Alaska under the 
direction of the National Geographic 
Association, with a party of sclentlats 
to examine the vegetaUon destroyed 
by the eruption of ML Katmal in 1912.

Kodiak, the one- 
time capital of Alaska, suffered heav- 
ily from tbe eruption, flood and lava 
devastation. In telling of the signifi- 
cance of the eruption Dr. Griggs 
elalmed had it occurred in New York 
It could have been seen In Albany, 
heard In Chicago, would have tarnished 
the brass In Denver, prostrated Phila- 
deliphia, and deetroyed Greater New 
York.
